Developments of the day indi- 
cate strongly that the United 
States is making quick prepara- 
tions for a final settlement of the 
Mexican question, with expecta- 
tion of invading the country for 
the restoration of peace, 

President Wilson let it be known 
that time for drastic action in 
Mexico has arrived and that the 
situation will not be allowed to 
drag much longer. 

From Washington, where Pres- 
ident Wilson is formulating a 
new declaration of Mexican pol- 
icy, it was reported without de- 
nial that the ?resident would de- 
mand the resignation of Huerta, 
and back up the demand whether 
the European powers coincide 
with the plan or not. 

Official announcement was 
made that orders had been issued 
for the entraining of the Tenth 
and Fifteenth regiments of cav- 
alry for duty at the border, os- 
tensibly to relieve troops now 
there, but believed in reality to 
presage the massing of an invad- 
ing force ready to strike quickly. 

It was announced at Galveston 
that Colone! West, in command 
of the Second Cavairy at Fort 
Bliss, had been ordered to pro- 
ceed with his command without 
horses to Galveston to embark 
on army transports, destination 
unannounced, 

Contracts were reported to 
have been signed by Government 
agents with the Southern Pacific 
Railroad for the mobilization of 
six regiments of coast troops. 
Two thousand acres of land for 
encampment of troops were 
‘eased at Long Beach. 

A report brought to Laredo, 
Texas, by courier this afternoon 
said that all inhabitants of the 
town of Hidalgo were massacred 
by Federal troops when they cap- 
tured the town late yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.— 
President Wilson let it become 
known te-day that he is await- 
ing definite news from the Mexi- 
eleetion before announcing 
his policy. He will wait until 
Mexico makes a declaration of 
who the new President and Vice 
President are to be and a new 
government is organized. 

The President told callers to- 
lay he would not make public 
any statement of policy until he 
is ready to act along the lines in- 
dicated in it. This is interpreted 
to mean that the President be- 
lieves that the time for drastic 
action has arrived and that the 
situation can not be allowed to

Mayor Woodward’s suggestion 
that locker clubs of the city be 
thoroughly investigated before 
any licenses are renewed was 
taken under consideration by the 
Council Police Committee and 
Police Chief James L. Beavers 
Thursday afternoon. Chief Bea- 
vers. will aid the committee in 
making an inspection. 

Mayor Pro Tem. James EK 
Warren; a member of the com 
mittee, declared that there were 
half a dozen clubs in the city 


that should be closed. 


“If we give an invitation to citizens 
to come before us and express their 
views, there'll be a mighty big crowd 
of good looking people to come for- 
ward and Insist that the licenses of a 
number of these so-called clubs be 
revoked,” he said. 

Mayor Woodward has announced 
that he would make a personal visit 
to the clubs complained about to see 
just how they are run. 

“TI have heard some bad thinge 
about these clubs, and before any li- 
censes are renewed I want to know 
just what the conditions are,” he said, 

Until this year the number of clubs 
that dispensed alcoholic drinks were 
Tapidly increasing. Council finally 
called a halt in the granting of li- 
censes, and there is hardly any 
chance for anything but a purely so- 
clal club to get a license to sell in- 
toxicating drinka, 

There are a number of membere of 
Council who declare that the halt was 
not called soon enough, and that there 
are a number of clubs in the city 
that are nothing more than upstairs 
barrooms. It has been openly charged 
that they are owned by individuals, 
and that immenge profits have been 
made from some of ther. 

The political activities of some of 
these alleged owners would indicate 
that *ull was the explanation for 
them zetting licenses. A number of 
times Councll has attempted to have 
audits made of the memberships, but 
the reports never showed anything, 
Council hag the power to revoke 
any locker club permit at any time, 
The investigation that is to be con- 


ducted by Mayor Woodward and the 
Police Committee will bring the mat- 
ter to an acute stage. 

Altogether there are elghteen lock- 
er clubs in the city. A number of 
these are recognized as legitimate so- 
cial clubs, and there is no dispositioa 
on the part of city offictals to inter- 
fere with them, All the members of 
Council, though, are morally certain 
that theer are seVeral clubs that are 
privately owned, and there is a grow- 
ing disposition to revoke these li- 
censes.

“Tam prepared for anything,’ he said. ‘‘I expected that I 
would be granted a new trial by Judge Roan, it seemed so palpahie| 
that I did not receive a fair trial. However, I know that it will 
come out all right in the end. My case is in the hands of my law- 
vers. I feel that ultimately they will be able to establish my in- 
uocence, I will say now as I said when I was arrested and as I weal 
when I was on the stand, that I know absolutely nothing about the 
murder or the murderer.’’

detectives *to*get’’ ‘Frank; innocent or guilty; of extorting false 
affidavits from Minola McKnight and ovhers; of using illegally and 
without warrant of law ‘‘third degree’’ methods in obtaining the 
sort of evidence he wanted; of departing from his functions as a 
prosecutor and maliciously and deliberately misrepresenting the 
testimony that was adduced during the trial, and of inciting the 
crowds to violence rather than using his official position to allay 
the mob spirit. 

Arnold charged that Dorsey had determined upon convicting 
Frank because it was the popular wish and it served his own per- 
sonal and political ambitions thus to play in with the popular 
desire. 

The Frank lawyer contended that a new trial should be grant- 
ed because of the unfairness of the prosecutor; because of the 
demonstrations made during the trial, which he said were sufficient 
to intimidate or unduly to influence the jury; because of certain 
phases of the judge’s charge to the jury; because at least two of 
the jurors were prejudiced against the defendant before the trial 
began and because illegal evidence relating to Frank’s conduet 
with women had been admitted into the record over objection of 
counsel for the defense. 


Hooper Ridicules Defense 


Attorney Hooper occupied only an hour in his argument 
against a new trial. He was followed by the Solicitor, Rosser 
closed the arguments with one of his characteristically bitter and

Hooper scouted the charge of the defense that Henslee or amy 
other juror was prejudiced.

The bill of exceptions which will take the case of Leo M. 
Frank to the Supreme Court of the State of Georgia, was com- 
pleted Friday afternoon in record time by the attorneys for the 
man convicted of the slaying of Mary Phagan. 

The signature of L. 8. Roan, presiding judge at the trial and 
at the hearing for a new trail, will be obtained at once. Judge 
Roan then will be free to resign from the judgeship of the Stone 
Mountain Circuit and will take his position on the State Appellate 
Bench, to which he was appointed some time ago by Governor John 
M. Slaton. 4 

Asserting that their confidence in ultimately proving their 
client innocent was unabated by the decision, Frank’s lawyers, 
twice defeated in their battle to free the young factory superin- 
tendent, entered the fight with fresh vigor almost the instant that 
the ruling was handed down. 

Attorney Reuben Arnold immediately began the dictation of 
the bill of exceptions and by late in the afternoon had completed 
his work. Leonard Haas finished the copying of the affidavits at 
about the same time. The bill of exceptions will comprise 40 or 50 

typewritten pages.

MEXICO CITY, Oct, 30,—Hvery 
prominent supporter of Felix Diaz is 
being secretly arrested on orders is- 
sued by General Huerta. Many have

Among the prisoners 
are wealthy men who furnished the 
funds for the Diaz presidential cam- 
paign.

PLYMOUTH, MASS, Oct. 30.— 
Mrs. Jennie May Eston to-dey was 
acquitted of the murder of her hus- 
band, Rear Admiral Joseph Giles Ka- 
ton, formerly of Alabama, after the 
jury had deliberated her case eleyen 
hours. 

The verdict of not guilty was re- 
turned at 5:08 a. m., after a crowd of 
lawyers, relatives, friends and curious 
persons had kept an all-night vigil 
in the courtroom. 

A remarkable scene took place 

hen the foreman announced the 
verdict that cleared Mrs. Ha‘on of the 
charge of having poisoned her hus- 
band with arsenic at their home in 
Assinippi, Mass. 

The acquitted woman rose to her 
feet and, gripping the hands of her 
lawyers, exclaimed in a shaken 
voice: “Thank God! I have the best 
lawyers in Massachusetts.” 

About 200 persons were in the 
courtroom when the verdict was an- 
nounced, In spite of a previous warn- 
ing from the bench, the spectators in 
the rear of the room rose in their 
seats arm started to cheer when the 
defendant was acquitted.

Spot Firms and Shorts Big Buy- 
ers—Fresh Selling Appears on 
Bulge Over 13.40 for Jan. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—The break of 
60 points for October Thursday was too 
much on the nerves of local bulls here 
and the cotton market opened steady 
to-day with a much better undertone 
and first prices were 1 up to 4 points 
lower than last night's close. 

Liverpool came in about as due, This 
coupled with a bearish report from Cor- 
dill on Oklahoma and Arkansas caused 
rather free offerings, attributed chiefly 
to ring speculators and commission 
houses, However, the trade received 
the usual grist of bullish news from the 
belt and the buying was of a better 
character than for some time. The 
larger spot houses and old bulls were 
Sf apeestva bidders, as well as absorbed 
offerings as quickly as thrown on the 
market. The trade as’a whole did not 
take Cordill's report seriousiy. Reac- 
tionary sentiment was general and dur- 
ing the forenoon prices stood 8 to 14 
points above last night’s closing figures 

October shorts were badly squeezed 
during the late forenoon. Those who 
held the outgoing options were stub- 
born, refusing to part with it around 
13.70, causing a sensational advance, 
which carried the option to 14 cents in a 
iiffy, but it reacted 10 points later and 
went dead at that price. 

The Journal of Commerce report 
showing deterioration of 5 points in the 
conditoin of the crop for the month 
offset the bearish effect of Cordill's cvir- 
cular, causing active buying by Liver- 
pool and covering by overnight shorts 
On the bulge December sold at 13.76 and 
January 13.47. 

However, there was a freer supply of 
contracts, coming from Wall street and 
further liquidation by longs. Bears say 
the bulls must dig up fresh ammunition 
to hold amy advance, and, that with 
the clear weather, jthe market will feel 
the weight of an increased movement
